Chapter 1 of this publication contains information 
on customizing the message library for your 
installation and a message directory showing where 
different messages are documented. Information 
on the use of this publication is also given. 

Chapters 2 through 23 are organized by sequential 
message number with each chapter containing 
those messages which relate to a specific function. 
Chapter 24 lists the Print Dump messages which 
are issued without a number. These chapters list 
the messages produced by the IBM-supplied JES3 
component of the operating system. The causes of 
the messages are explained, the accompanying 
actions by the operating system are described and 
appropriate responses are suggested. The module 
that issues the message is also listed. Where 
applicable, problem determination information is 
included. This information is keyed to problem 
determination tables in Chapter 25. 

JES3 completion codes can be found in JES3 
System Programming Library: Diagnosis.

Chapter 1. Introduction 



The OS/VS Message Library is designed so that you can have 
the messages and codes documentation that fits your specific 
needs. Figure 1-1 illustrates the way that you can customize 
your OS/VS Message Library. 

If you are a system programmer or installation manager, you 
may want to have all books in the message library in a 
consolidated document. 

If you are an operator, you may want to include System 
Messages and System Codes in your operator's library. 

If you are an assembler language programmer, you may want to 
have System Messages, System Codes, Linkage Editor and Loader 
Messages, and the message section from the Assembler Language 
Programmer's Guide in a consolidated document. 

If you are a COBOL programmer, you may want to add Utilities 
Messages to your COBOL programmer's guide. 

In any case, you can select the appropriate books to build a 
message library to meet your needs. 

Basic Books 

Each installation will require at least one copy of VS2 System 
Messages and, for JES3 completion codes, one copy of JES3 
System Programming Library: Diagnosis. At the console or in 
your output listings, you will receive some of the messages in 
these books, no matter which options have been included in 
your operating system. 

In addition, each installation will require at least one copy of 
VS2 System Codes that contains the system completion codes 
and wait state codes produced by all the components of 
OS/VS2. 

All personnel, especially computer operators, will require access 
to these books. 

If you are a system programmer, you will need Routing and 
Descriptor Codes for messages with those codes. 



Optional Books 

Depending on your requirements, you may want to have copies 
of Utilities Messages, Service Aids and OLTEP Messages, or 
Linkage Editor and Loader Messages. Select the books that you 
need and keep them either in the appropriate System Library 
manual or in your customized message library. 

Message Prefix Identification 

The message prefix identifies the component of the operating 
system which issues that message. The prefix IAT identifies 
messages supplied by the JES3 component. Figure 1-2 is a list 
of publications showing the messages (by prefix) that each 
publication contains. Figure 1-3 is a listing of message prefixes 
with references to the publication where those messages are 
documented. 

Message Format 

Variable data within the text of messages in this publication is 
indicated by a lowercase representation of the item, listed in 
Figure 1-4. 

Symbols preceding JES3 message numbers convey information 
to the operator or system programmer (see Figure 1-5). 
Messages displayed at the console for the operator are preceded 
by an asterisk (*) when operator action is required. Other 
symbols preceding messages directed to the operator are 
installation-dependent and may be changed by the JES3 
initialization deck. 

Messages IAT0000 through IAT0899 are reserved for the JES3 
user. If a message in this range appears, consult the system 
programmer.

IAT0900 DSI - SWITCH GLOBAL DEVICES 



IAT0915 DSI - REVIEW LOCAL DSI PROCEDURE 



Explanation: DSI has been called, and the operator is requested 
to switch global devices. 

System Action: DSI waits for operator response. 

Operator Response: Set the switching devices to enable channel 
paths from the new global processor to all JES3 devices and 
processors as required. When this function is complete, enter 
the *S,DSI command to continue, or the *C,DSI command to 
terminate.

IAT0905 DSI - STARTED 

Explanation: DSI is active. 

System Action: The active local JES3 system was terminated. 
JES3 was reinitialized in global hot start mode.

IAT1025 JES3 TERMINATED. PERMANENT I/O ERROR

Explanation: This message indicates that a valid copy of the 
master track allocation table (TAT) on the checkpoint data set 
could not be invalidated. 

System Action: JES3 terminates with abend code BFB. 

Operator Response: Inform your system programmer. 

Programmer Response: Analyze the LOGREC file and error 
messages to determine the reason for the error.

IAT1030 MARGINAL TRACK CONDITION DURING JES3 
INITIALIZATION 

Explanation: Insufficient spool space was specified during JES3 
initialization such that a marginal tracks available condition 
occurred. 

System Action: Initialization continues in order to find more 
errors. JES3 is terminated at the completion of initialization if 
this is a cold start. If this is a warm start or hot start, the 
message is a warning. 

Programmer Response: Review the JES3 initialization stream and 
either decrease the marginal track value specified on the 
BUFFER statement (via TKLIM parameter) or increase the 
spool space.

System Action: JES3 I/O error recovery DSP forces a dump 
with a failsoft DM code of DM750. After the dump, JES3 tries 
to validate the I/O associated with the request. I/O is restarted 
if it is still valid. 

Operator Response: Part of the I/O for the request may be lost. 
(Some JES3 and USAM functions may have issued an AWAIT 
macro to wait for a resource that is permanently unavailable. 
You may have to restart some JES3 functions and jobs.) 
Submit the dump and MLOG to the system programmer for 
analysis.

IAT1120 JES3 SPOOL I/O DID NOT TERMINATE 
NORMALLY. SOME FUNCTIONS MAY BE

Explanation: The input/output service block (IOSB) indicates a 
normal completion code of 7F; however, the I/O did not end 
where it should have. Either JSAM or USAM buffers were 
used twice or the hardware discontinued the CCW string 
without posting an error in the unit status. 

System Action: The JES3 I/O error recovery DSP forces an 
abend with a dump and a failsoft DM code of DM750. After 
the dump, JES3 tries to validate the I/O associated with the 
request. The I/O is restarted if it is still valid. 

Operator Response: Part of the I/O for the request may be lost. 
Some JES3 and USAM functions may have issued an AWAIT 
macro to wait for a resource that is permanently unavailable. 
So, you may have to restart some JES3 functions and jobs. 
Submit the dump and MLOG to the system programmer for 
analysis. 

Module: IATDMER 

IAT1130 JES3 SPOOL I/O ERROR 

OUTPUT GENERATED FOR .

Explanation: An error occurred while JES3 was trying to read or 
write a record on a spool device. The I/O is associated with 
job jjj(jobno) or with DSP dspname. When listed with DSP, 
jobno is the job number of the DSP or of the job with which 
the DSP was working at the time of the error. N/A appears in 
the message text when information is not available at the time 
of the error. The IOERR DSP has generated output and JES3 
will print that output when error recovery is complete. 

System Action: Spool I/O error recovery continues. 

Operator Response: Submit the IOERR output to the system 
programmer for analysis.

Explanation: IATDMEB initiated a READ macro I/O operation 
but encountered an error condition which prevented I/O 
completion.

IAT1605 ERROR FROM WRITE OPERATION 

Explanation: IATDMEB initiated a WRITE macro I/O operation 
but encountered an error condition which prevented I/O 
completion.

Explanation: An unprotected buffer was needed to perform a 
USAM function, but none could be allocated. IATDMEB could 
not perform the requested service. 

System Action: The step is terminated with an S1FB abend. 

Operator Response: None.

IAT1608 STORAGE KEY FOR USER BUFFER DOES NOT 
MATCH CALLER'S KEY 

Explanation: In order for IATDMEB to move data to an 
unprotected buffer, it must validate the storage area to ensure 
that the caller is getting correct data. If the storage key for the 
buffer is not the same as the caller's key, the data is not moved. 

System Action: The step is terminated with an S1FB abend. 

Operator Response: None. 

Module: IATSIAD 

IAT1609 DATA MANAGEMENT/SSI FUNCTION 

ALREADY IN A WAIT FOR I/O OUTSTANDING 

Explanation: To ensure that I/O was quiesced before another 
I/O request is initiated, IATDMEB issued a WAIT macro 
instruction, but a subsystem interface or a data management 
request was currently waiting. 
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System Action: The job step is terminated with an S1FB abend. 
Operator Response: None. 
Module: IATDMEB, IATSIAD 

IAT1610 ERROR IN JDS ACCESS DURING ENDREQ 
PROCESSING 

Explanation: While attempting to communicate with IATDMJA 
to service an ENDREQ request, IATDMEB encountered an 
error in trying to access the JDS entry for the data set. 

System Action: IATDMEB terminates the user request with an 
S1FB abend. 

Operator Response: None. 

Module: IATDMEB, IATSIAD 

IAT1800 JOB TERMINATED BY FUNCTIONAL 
RECOVERY ROUTINE 

Explanation: A software or hardware error occurred while trying 
to open a SYSOUT data set. 

System Action: The job running at the time of the error is 
terminated with an S1FB abend. 

Operator Response: Resubmit the job. 

Module: IATSIAD, IATDMFR 

IAT1801 ERROR IN IATDMITT - IATYISR POSSIBLY 
LOST 

Explanation: A software or hardware error caused the JES3 
channel end termination routine to terminate abnormally. The 
functional recovery routine was unable to recover from the 



error. Either the input/output service block (IOSB) or service 
request block (SRB) in IATYISR was possibly destroyed. 

System Action: A dump of the system is put on the 
SYSl.DUMPxx data set, and information is recorded on 
SYS1.LOGREC. 

Operator Response: Notify the system programmer. 

Module: IATDMFR 

IAT1802 ERROR IN IATDMEBS - {DSS | DSBJ INVALID 

Explanation: The user channel end routine encountered a 
hardware or software error. It was unable to determine the task 
control block (TCB) running at the time of failure because the 
IATYDSB or IATYDSS control block was invalid. 

System Action: A dump of the system is put on the 
SYSl.DUMPxx data set, and information is recorded on 
SYS1.LOGREC. 

Operator Response: If the job terminates abnormally, resubmit 
the job. 

Module: IATDMFR 

IAT1803 CROSS MEMORY MOVE FAILED IN MODULE 
IATDMEBS 

Explanation: The IATXMVXM macro was unsuccessful. 

System Action: JES3 fails the job with a 1FB abend. 

Programmer Response: Analyze SYS1.LOGREC file. Contact 
IBM for programming support. 

Module: IATSIAD 
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IAT2000 JOB jobno jjj SELECTED mpname GRP=grp 
|NET-ID=djnet] 

Explanation: The job with the number jobno and the name jjj is 
scheduled to run on processor mpname in group grp. If the job 
belongs to a DJC net, the name of the DJC net djnet is given. 

System Action: Not applicable. 

Operator Response: None. 

Module: IATMSMS 

IAT2001 OS MVS WAITING FOR WORK - mpname 

Explanation: No jobs are being executed on processor mpname. 

System Action: Processing continues on all other processors. The 
specified processor is idle. 

Operator Response: None. 

Module: IATMSMC 

IAT2002 LSTOR=nnn ALLOC=nnn AVAIL=nnn mpname 

Explanation: Logical storage availability changes dynamically as 
jobs are selected, executed, and terminated. This message 
provides the current status as a result of job status changes. 
LSTOR is the amount of logical storage currently assigned to 
processor mpname (in thousands of bytes); ALLOC is the 
amount of logical storage in use (in thousands of bytes); and 
AVAIL is the amount of logical storage available (in thousands 
of bytes). 

System Action: Processing continues. 

Operator Response: None.

IAT2003 MPAINIT=nnn DI=nnn AI=nnn UI=nnn GRP=grp 
- mpname 

Explanation: Initiator availability changes dynamically as 
initiators are started and terminated. This message provides the 
current status. MPAINIT is the total count of initiators 
allocated to processor mpname.

Operator Response: If another converter/interpreter is executing 
normally, rerun the job that was flushed due to the termination.

System Action: The job is canceled with print following 
completion of the interpreter DSP.

System Action: The job is canceled with print. 

Programmer Response: Correct the problem DD statement, and 
resubmit the job.

IAT4219 JSAM ERROR IN JOB jjj (jobno) 

Explanation: A JSAM error occurred while processing the job 
specified by name and number.

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Chapter 25. Problem Determination 



Problem determination is the activity required to identify a 
failing hardware unit or program and determine who is 
responsible for support. 

The problem determination procedures, specified by IBM, may 
be initiated by a message or code which requires an operator or 
programmer response. To respond, you may need to collect 
additional problem-related data. Where possible, probable 
failure responsibility is indicated. 



Specific problem determination procedures are included for 
applicable messages and codes under the heading "Problem 
Determination." Standard problem determination actions are 
identified as items of actions are identified as items of Tables I 
and II. Unique actions are identified in Table HI following the 
list of standard actions to be taken. In any case, perform the 
specified actions before calling your IBM representative for 
support. 
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Table I. Standard Problem Determination 



If the problem recurs, follow the problem determination aids specified by the associated message or 
code before calling IBM for support: 



1. If MSGLEVEL=(1,1) was not specified in the JOB 
statement, specify it and rerun the job.
